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STUDENTSHIP AND TRAINING 


HE recent prize-givings and reports of some of the 

greater schools of architecture in this country give 

an impression that the student of to-day has a 

great deal done for him, and is presented with a 

much wider opportunity than were those of yesterday and 

before that. | There is indeed the machinery in being that 

can supply all that the student of architecture may need or 

desire, except that latent talent which is born in the indi- 

vidual, which can be supplied by no outside influence, and 
is yet vital for the ultimate success of the architect. 

Yet one is apt to forget that, wide as is the scope of the 
hetter-known schools, and great the number of students 
who enrol in such establishments, there are wide areas 
throughout the country where the influence of such schools 
reaches only at second or third hand, if at all. The number 
of provincial cities where schools modelled upon the’ London 
or Liverpool manner have been built up in recent years 
is indeed considerable ; but the number of small country 
towns where there are few, if any, facilities for developing 
studentship are still more numerous. Some of these have 
their technical institutions, where architecture figures 
upon the syllabus with more ostentation than sincerity. 
Others have their Art Schools where architecture takes 
its place more as a courtesy to a sister art than with any 
defined drift of meaning. With some admirable exceptions, 
students who go to such centres stand a poor chance of 
coming out at the end of a session’s work with more than 
a smattering of disjointed information upon this most 
important branch of civilised endeavour. 

The seriously intending student of architecture generally 
makes London, or the nearest equipped city, the Mecca of 
his educational pilgrimage, and is often lost to the provinces 
for all time. But the lad of small means, who has to make 
his own way in the world from schoolboy days, and has 
chosen this most precarious means of livelihood, is generally 
planted once for all in his own town, and there pushes his 
way to the top, or sinks into obscurity. The theory he 
learns comes from between the dry covers of books, or 
from the limited knowledge of one instructor, and his 
standards of taste and judgment are bounded by a near 
horizon. Sometimes good fortune puts in his way the key 
to good things, and the limit of his vision may spare him 
much of the perplexity which assails the man of the world 
at some stage in his progress. But more often than not 
his history is marked from preface to epilogue with the 
fatal stamp of dullness. At all hands in the country places, 
and in the nearer suburbs and towns, we see signs of his 
activities—old mistakes repeated ad nauseam ; new ostenta- 
tion from the modernist indifferently cribbed. And these 
are inevitable signs of the loose planks which modern 
irchiteetural education has left in the platform of ambition. 
Until the profession has found a way of reaching the far 

obscure places with a real educational movement, 

is no chance of English architecture fighting its way 
f its present unsatisfactory state: that of a few oases 
erit in a desert of mediocrity. 

(hat the situation has been to some extent appreciated, 
‘nd an effort made to spread sound theories abroad, it 
would be unjust to deny, because many of the Allied 
Societies of the R.I.B.A. have founded students’ Design 
Clabs throughout the country, which foundations have 
already done a great deal of good. But the most ardent 
supporter of this movement would hardly claim that these 
clubs do more than pass on a hint of the more thorough 
training which is available to those who can afford the 
full course of instruction in a completely equipped school 


of architecture. It is but one step, and that a very small 
one, though in the right direction. 

These design clubs are handicapped in several directions. 
In the first place, opportunities for meeting are rare— 
generally not more than once a month, and then for a bare 
hour or two. Then again, a system which depends entirely 
upon voluntary service is immediately restricted. The men 
who give their time so ungrudgingly to this service for the 
rising generation are, after all, men of business first, and 
foster-parents of their protegees next. The unbreakable 
business appointment often throws out of gear the whole 
machinery of these meetings, while at other times the 
voluntary critic arrives tired and dispirited after a trouble- 
some day, and quite unfitted to hand on the optimistic 
spirit in which studentship must be practised. Finally, 
these clubs are generally attended by a few only of the 
students of a small neighbourhood, with a consequent 
limitation of friendly rivalry. We should be unjust, and 
indeed altogether wrong-headed, if we attempted to pour 
cold water over the generous voluntary effort which pro- 
vincial architects have made to improve the standard of 
architectural training in their respective neighbourhoods; 
but we should be equally foolish if we supported any claim 
which would have it that this same movement is complete 
or progressive in any unlimited sense. We want the 
best of architectural ideas to permeate the farthest places of 
the country; and we recognise that it is impossible to 
repeat the complete equipment of a city establishment in 
the little country town. Further, we recognise that the 
Allied Societies are doing their utmost to supply the first 
while aware of the second ; and that their labours are offered 
to replace others which should be at the disposal of every 
town. 

But we are not satisfied that this system is the best that 
can be made available or that we have only to wait for 
present methods to bear good fruit in a bumper harvest. 
We believe that this question can find a better solution if 
all whose business or interest it is to promote architectural 
education make it their business to open every available gate 
of opportunity. 

Probably the R.I.B.A. itself has the greatest chance to 
set the ball rolling. We know that certain schools in the 
country are known as “ recognised ”’ schools, and that the 
remainder are not under official blessing. We venture to 
suggest that every school in the country where architecture 
is entered upon the curriculum should be “ recognised ” 
by the Royal Institute of British Architects ; not, certainly, 
as establishments where exemption from the stiff Institute 
examinations can be easily gained, but as places where the 
training and interests of architectural students should be 
watched jealously, and the efforts of well-meaning but 
incomplete staffs directed from time to time. We are 
inclined to think that in this direction the voluntary efforts 
of the Allied Societies might be directed still more effec- 
tively towards the well-being of the students than by the 
present excellent but sadly fettered system under which 
they are labouring. It would indeed be a fine thing if 
every technical and art school throughout the country 
were placed under the friendly scrutiny of selected architects, 
of whom there is almost an unlimited range within the ranks 
of the Institute and of its Allied Societies, and who are 
spread throughout the length and breadth of the country. 

We make this as a friendly suggestion out of which might 
grow something better than we have; not because we are 
ungrateful for what is so freely given, but because we would 
like to see the good will which is evident operating to j 
full capacity. This question of studentship and training is, 
after all, the most important of our social duties.

It 
is to be hoped that the committee will see 
their way to a clear definition of what 
they can face in the way of expenditure 
and how far they will aim to go in making 
the new building a kind of social club, the 
home of a learned society, in providing 
some good exhibition galleries and a 
library for one of the finest collections of 
books in the world. Much will be ex- 
pected from such a subject, and the 
building should have an expression of 
architectural dignity and reserve, with 
fine proportion of parts, distinction of 
detail, and some reasonable amount of 
lecorative and sculptural effect.

THERE is much to be said 

A Double for a first competition of 
Competi- sketch designs, to be followed 
tion. by a selected number in a 
second competition.

thing essential to plan, scheme and 
general elevational treatment can be 
set forth in sketch designs to a small 
scale. The waste of labour on more 
elaborated finished plans is an unfair 
burden on architects, but it is essential 
that a design which has won a place in a 
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second competition should be essentially 
the same in all its main features, and the 
designs sent in for a first competition 
should not be made public. There seems 
nothing new to be said about the arrange- 
ment of competitions, and one must, of 
course, assume that the Competitions 
Committee are well acquainted with 
all that can be usefully said. But we 
hope it will be borne in mind that by 
inviting an open competition for such a 
subject as the Institute premises a large 
amount of work and outlay may well be 
expected, and the labour should be 
lightened in every possible way.

Mr. V. Hartshorn, Lord Privy Seal, has 
announced that the Government has agreed to 
approve a scheme for the erection of civic 
buildings for Leeds at a cost of £360,000, 
with the hope that the work will be put in 
hand without delay. 


Blyth Hall to be Demolished. 


Negotiations for the purchase of Blyth Hall, 
North Notts, the residence of the late Lord 
Barnby, have broken down, and as the time 
for its sale as a place of residence has expired, 
this seventeenth-century mansion will be de- 


molished. 


Glamorgan County Hall Extensions. 


Messrs. Ivor Jones and Percy Thomas have 
been entrusted with the work of preparing 
designs for the proposed extension of the 
Glamorgan County Hall at Cardiff, at an esti- 
mated cost of £80,000. A grant of about 
£60,000 will be received towards the cost of 
the scheme. 


Town Planning for Bedfordshire. 

At a conference called by the Bedfordshire 
County Council at Bedford recently, it was 
decided to co-operate in preparing a plan 
for the development of the district. Mr. 
G,. L. Pepler, the Chief Town Planning In- 
spector of the Ministry of Health, pointed 
out that already Berkshire, Buckingham 
shire, Cambridgeshire, Cumberland, Dorset- 
shire, Gloucestershire, Hertfordshire, Leices- 
tershire, and Oxfordshire had initiated the 
formation of committees for the purpose. 


Proposed New Town Hall, Barnsley. 
Barnsley Town Council, having met with 
favourable response from the Unemployment 
Grants Committee in respect of the erection 
of a new town hall and municipal offices, 
have decided to carry on with the scheme. 
The building is estimated to cost £130,129. 
The Government grant is conditional upon 
the building being completed in two years’ 
time from the date of commencement. The 
work will be carried out under two contracts. 
In order to expedite the work, tenders will 
first be invited for the excavating and foun- 
dation work, and tenders for the superstruc- 
ture will form another contract. It was de- 
cided to retain the services, as architects, of 
Messrs. Briggs & Thornely, of Liverpool. 


Two New Thames Bridges. 

The Middlesex and Surrey Joint Thames 
Bridges Committee have accepted tenders 
for the construction of the new Hampton 
Court and Chiswick bridges as follows:— 
Hampton Court Bridge, £134,201 (Holloway 
Brothers, Ltd., Westminster); Chiswick 
Bridge, £208,305 (The Cleveland Bridge and 
Engineering Company, Ltd., Darlington). It 
is expected that work will be begun almost 
immediately. The contract for the Hamp- 
ton Court Bridge does not include the kiosks 
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which it was proposed to place at each end 
of the bridge, to which objection was raised 
on awsthetic grounds. The question of these 
kiosks is to be dealt with later. It is ex- 
pected that tenders for the erection of the 
proposed new Richmond Bridge will be 
ready by the end of September. 


£400,000 Grant to London University. 

The London County Council has made a4 
capital grant of £400,000 to the University 
of Lendon. Sir John Gilbert, the chairman 
of the Education Committee, at a meeting 
of the Council, explained that £250,000 of 
the grant was for the development of the 
Bloomsbury site, and £150,000 for ordinary 
capital requirements of the colleges and 
schools of the University. The Council 
would recollect that the cost of the 10-acre 
site was £525,000. That was provided by a 
Government grant of £212,500 and privaie 
contributions amounting in all to about 
£400,000. The University had in hand 
£150,000 for the development of the site, 
so that with the grant of £250,000 from 
the Council they would have about £400,000. 
The Court estimated that during the coming 
quinquennium more than £500,000 would be 
required for the development of the site, 
so that in spite of the grant from the 
Council the University would need assist- 
ance from many generous friends if there 
was to be adequate and speedy develop- 
ment. 
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XXXI.— PROFESSIONAL AFFIXES. 


‘That one class of membership entitled to 
affix letters to their names is s t for a 
learned society, such as the R.I.B.A., and 
that such a limitation of practice would tend 
to the easier appreciation of professional 
qualifications by the general public.”’ 

Sitr,—The public appreciation in former 
years of the qualification of a professional 
man as denoted by his membership of a 
learned society has led in recent years to 
the formation of many societies bestowing 
the right to use affixes denoting membership, 
the qualification for which, with a large 
number, is but little more than the pay. 
ment of an annual subscription. 

This general use has depreciated the affix 
value to such an extent that, outside Univer- 
sity degrees, most affixes are classified to- 
gether by the layman, who is generally unable 
to differentiate as to the value of one in re- 
lation to any other. ‘lo the members of 
old-established chartered bodies it is difficult 
to realise that their affix is not generally 
understood outside the profession itself. It 
is, however, an illuminating experience to 
test such knowledge by making a list of all 
the affixes as bestowed by chartered bodies 
and then asking one’s acquaintances for 
their interpretation of such letters and what 
qualifications each title conveys to them. 

The position is accentuated by reason of 
the chartered institutes bestowing more 
than one affix, and, of course, by their lack 
of any means of conveying to the public the 
value thereof. Take the Royal Institute of 
British Architects and the Surveyors’ Insti. 
tution, two old-established institutions, each 
with Royal Charters; the former confers 
three affixes, F.R.I.B.A.. A.R.I.B.A., and 
L.R.1.B.A., and the latter two, F.S.I. and 
P.A.S.I. Five symbols of membership for 
two institutions. How much simpler from 
the public point of view it would be if these 
had been confined to F.R.I.B.A. and F.S.1 
respectively, and would there not be a much 
greater understanding of such titles if this 
were 60? 

The time has now arisen for the serious 
consideration of some scheme whereby the 
use of the affix may be more limited. As a 
basis for discussion, it is suggested that the 
different classes of membership be retained, 
bnt that only upon the attainment of fellow. 
ship should the use of an affix be permitted, 
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and that all members be encour: 
seribe themselves as Chartered 
or Chartered Surveyors, as th: 
Membership could, of course, continue 
b> shown on letter headings in fu'), jf qo.

naturally used together when considering 
accountancy. : 

There is another aspect of designation 
which will meet with more difficulty of satis 
factory solution, and that is the association 
of a surveyor with a Chartered Architec¢ in 
private practice. The two professions ure 
so closely allied that, generally speaking it 
is desirable for the greatest possible 
efficiency that a Chartered Surveyor shal! 
be in association with a Chartered Architect 
The result of such close consultation is thai 
it becomes clearly shown to be advantageous 
that they shall be in the same office, and 
then naturally follows partnership. ‘The 
amalgamation thus formed greatly enhances 
the efficiency of constructional works 
as every problem has then not only the con 
sideration of the architectura! mind, bot 
has also the consideration of (if one may 
say sv) the more practical mind of the 
Chartered Surveyor 

Under the present provisions of the Roya! 
Institute, immediately a Chartered Archi 
tect takes into partnership a Chartered Sur- 
veyor for producing such greater etlicieney 
the firm ceases to be able to use the descrip. 
tion Chartered Architects; is this really 
desirable, and is it in the interests of the 
profession that it should be so? 

A broad-minded discussion should produce 
a scheme which could not be other than 
advantageous to the profession. The neces- 
sity for this subject to have consideration 
was emphasised by a brass plate, recently 
noticed, on which, after the name, were the 
letters ATAA. MRIPH., A.FAS 
A.M.I.8.E., F.N.A.A., followed by the 
designation ‘“‘ Incorporated Architect and 
Surveyor.”’

London, has issued the following report:— 

The Conference has had before it a reso- 

n from the Council of the Royal Insti- 

of British Architects to the effect that 
no general relaxation should be permitted 
in the conditiong governing the height of 
buildings in Lendon, also some suggestions 
put forward by Mr. H. V. Lanchester in 
a paper read before the International Town 
Planning Conference in Paris in 1928 (on 
mass and density of buildings), and other 

evant material, including regulations that 
been adopted in various countries. 
Che Conference entirely agrees with the 
resolution of the Council of the R.I.B.A. 
referred to above, but is further of opinion 
is of the utmost importance that 
steps should be taken immediately to regu- 
ate the increase of height and volume of 
new building that is possible under exist- 
ing conditions. In arriving at this conclu- 
sion, the Conference has been impressed by 
the fact that— 

a) The present regulations limiting the 
height of buildings in narrow streets, 
even when reinforced by the common 
law rights of light, are not effective 
in securing reasonable conditions, be- 
cause building owners, by agreement 
with the owners of property oppo- 
site, or by the purchase of their pro- 
perty, are able to build up to the 
maximum height permitted under the 
London Building Act on each side ot 
these narrow streets. 

b) Over wide areas surrounding the dis- 

trict known as the City, under exist- 
ing regulations new buildings can be 
erected which would increase the mass, 
density and floor area to three or four 
times those of the buildings at pre- 
sent there, and without provision for 
any increase in the width of the exist- 
ing streete. 
There is a distinct ratio between street 
capacity to accommodate vehicular and 
pedestrian traffic and the floor area 
of the buildings which those streets 
serve. 

Vote.—It should be borne in mind that 
the number of motor-cars in London is daily 
growing and any considerable increase will 
make movement impossible on our existing 
street system even without any increase in 

uilding content.)

(Nofe.—Without such precautions there is 
grave danger that the scale of public build- 
may be rendered insignificant by the 
erection of high buildings in close proximity 
to them, while there is also the possible 
danger to their foundations owing to excava- 
tions for deeper basements.)

5. In a city such as London, only wide 
streets and big lots can carry buildings from 
80 to 100 ft. high, but if a comprehensive 
zoning scheme were prepared the Conference 
would see no sericus objection to permission 
being granted, under certain well-defined con- 
ditions, for part of the occupied portion of a 
new building to exceed the statutory limit of 
height zoned for any particular district, pro- 
vided always that 

(a) No increase in total volume and floor 

space over and above that zoned for 
the area is thereby obtained ; 

(6) Effective protection from fire is assured ; 

(c) Adequate pretection is given to the 
rights of surrounding owners to their 
fair share of light and air; 

A reasonable uniform cornice level is 
maintained in certain classes of streets 

The Conference believes that by the adop- 
tion of such a policy more latitude could be 
given to designers within ultimate limits 
with a resultant gain in the quality of the 
buildings erected in the various districts. In 
connection with subsection (c) above the 
Conference would draw special attention to 
the fact that in these latitudes the maximum 
angle of the sun in winter is only 15 degrees. 
An angle of 45 degrees thus cuts off the light 
of the sun for a period of six months. 

(Note-—The Equitable Building in New 
York is said to cast a shadow one-fifth of a 
mile long. This would be proportionately 
longer in the latitude of London.) 

The Conference suggests that the volume 
and floor space of new buildings would 
probably be best regulated in proportion to 
the length of frontage enjoyed rather than 
by the depth of the site; also that the erec 
tion of high buildings on small lots in 
narrow streets should be forbidden pending 
the preparation of a development plan for 
the whole area 

6 While the Conference does not criticise 
detail variations of the height regulations 
which are intended to meet difficulties due 
to special circumstances (provided that they 
do not involve any increase in the total 
volume or general bulk of the buildings 
concerned) it is definitely of opinion that the 
mere fact that a new building faces a large 
existing open space such as a park, square, 
or river, in no wavy justifies any special in- 
crease in height. Such increase gives to the 
owners adjacent to the open space an addi- 
tional value to which they have no special 
claim and enables them to deprive owners 
behind of their fair share of benefit. On 
the contrary. the existence of an open space, 
the benefit of which over low-frontage build- 
ings has long been enjoyed by neighbouring 
owners, Iving behind or adjacent, would 
seem to constitute a valid reason for specially 
limiting the increase of height which —

7 The Conference is further of opinion 
that a definite scale should be laid down to 
govern the width of streets, having regard 
to the use of the neighbourhoods they serve. 
If any material enlargement of floor space 
over and above that existing or planned for 
a district is proposed, then the proposer 
should be required to provide or contribute 
to the provision of equivalent space to cope 
with the additional traffic which is likely to 
he engendered and to prevent any diminu- 
tion in the amount of natural light and air

The Building Acts Committee of the Lon- 
don County Council have, it is reported, 
examined the question whether the im- 
provements effected in internal and external 
fire appliances would warrant an increase 
in the height to which trade buildings of 
large cubical extent might be permitted to 
be erected. They recommend that the pre- 
sent maximum height of 80 ft. shall Le 
increased to 100 ft. in the case of build- 
ings used wholly or in part for the use, 
manufacture, or storage, of non-inflam- 
mable,  fire-resisting or incombustible 
materials, or for the sale, storage, or manu- 
facture of goods of a non-fire-resist.ing 
nature or used for the purposes of a trade 
involving the use of materials of a non- 
fire-resisting character. It is stipulated 
that, among other conditions, fire protection 
ot a high standard shall be provided, and 
that when required by the Council fire pro 
tection of a similar standard shall be pro- 
vided in any adjoining building. 


MODERNISING THE 
MANSION HOUSE 


Tue Court of Common Council of the City 
Corporation has approved an expenditure of 
some £50,000 on rearranging, modernising, 
and redecorating the interior of the Mansion 
House. A scheme has been prepared 
by Mr. Sydney Perks, F.S.A., City Archi- 


tect, with whom Mr, Sydney Tatchell, | 
F.R.LB.A., is associated in a consultative 
capacity. In a repor, which Mr. Tatchell 


has drawn up on the subject, and which is 
mainly an endorsement of Mr. Perks’s re- 
commendations, he recommends the _ rein- 
statement of Dance’s gallery in the Egyptian 
Hall, and urges the improvement of the 
natural lighting. He says that the only 
light at present ig derived from two large 
windows, one at each end, These are filled 
with stained glass of somewhat heavy 
colours, in which blue and red predominate. 
The light from these windows would be 
slightly improved by the substitution of 
brighter glass for the somewhat dull borders. 

He also recommends three new windows 
in the south wall and the restoration of 
the two Venetian windows, designed by 
Dance, below the large windows in the 
east and west walls, now covered by mirrors 
and commonplace decoration. Their de- 
sign is already clearly defined, and their 
restoration would, Mr. Tatchell believes, 
greatly enhance not only the architectural 
interest of the room, but add materially 
to its natural lighting. The three windows 
in the south wall would be designed to ac- 
cord with the Venetian windows. 

After suggesting an improved artificial 
lighting, Mr. Tatchell deals with decora- 
tion. At present, he says, there is a pre- 
ponderance of heavy gilding which detracts 
from the architectural features of the hall. 
The door architraves, niche-frames, and 
pediments of carved pine are so heavily 
coated with paint that the fine details of 
the carving have been obliterated. He 
suggests covering the coffers in the ceiling 
up to the existing “ egg and tongue ” mould- 
ing with panels of pre-cast plaster, carrying 
paterae of lower relief, with a narrower 
plain margin. The details should be picked 
out in suitable colours. 

The architectural features of the hall 
demand a restrained and dignified colour 
treatment; and Mr. Tatchell advises a warm 
stone or light sand colour, properly finished 
to emphasise enrichments. He further 
suggests painting the interior of the niches 
blue, and that richly coloured curtains should 
be arranged at the east and west ends of 
the hall, where the old windows are to be 
reinstated. The same treatment would be 
applied to the three new- windows in the 
south wall. 

If the scheme is adopted, Mr. Tatche!! 
believes that the fine proportions of the 
chamber will be displayed to full advan- 
tage and the apartment will gain in quiet 
dignity and beauty. An illustration of the 
model of the Egyptian Hall is given on 
page 175. 
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WORTHING MUNICIPAL BUILDINGS 


COMPETITION 


In 1928 a special sub-committee of the 
Worthing Corporation reported that the 
probable cost of new municipal offices and 
an assembly hall would be about £150,000, 
but that only the first part of the scheme 
need be carried out at present, at a cost ol 
£100,000, with extras for furniture and fit- 
tings, which would bring the probable ex- 
penditare to £121,500 The Council ap- 
proved the latter scheme, and the present 


competition is the result But, as it ig in- 
tended to construct a Town (or Assembly 
hall at some future date, competitors were 
asked to include this in their schemes, and 
also to indicat future extensions of th 
municipal offices 

The question of the site was one which 
appears to have caused considerable local 
controversy, many local residents asserting 
that the best position for the new block of 
buildings would be the Beach House site 
When the scheme was considered by the 
Council several alternatives were put for 
ward, but all were defeated, after a heated 
discussion, by heavy majorities, and the 
proposal that the Beach House site should 


be utilised was also rejected 

It will be seen that the assessor (Mr. H. V 
Ashley, F.R.1.B.A.) was faced with 
unusual difficulties, both with regard to the 
selection of the site and the question of cost 
In the designs submitted there is a consider 
able difference im the estimated ot the 
whole scheme (including the assembly hall). 
competitors’ estimates varying from £143,000 
to about £120,000. This is partly due to th 
differences planning, but there is 
wide variation in the rate per foot cube 
assumed to be appropriate by the forty-three

Harrow School Land.

Lancaster-place, Waterloo Bridge, W.C. 


Between the Strand and Waterloo Bridge, 
one of the loftiest of London’s new and im- 
portant buildings is to be built upon the 
large site now occupied by 1 to 10, Lancaster 
place, and 1, 3, 5 and 7, Wellington-street, 
from the designs of Messre. William and 
Edward Hunt, FF.R.I.B.A. Mainly planned 
for offices, it will also contain a number of 
shops, and one of the features will be the 
provision of a motor garage for the use of 
office tenants. The fagade to Lancaster-place, 
extending 284 ft., is a bold and simple com- 
position, having breadth of effect emphasised 
by a etrong horizontal treatment. The 
building will be faced with Portland stone, 
and the flank overlooking the river will 
form a bold and important feature of in- 
terest to the Embankment. The planning 
ensures exceptionally good natural lighting, 
and at the same time interior lighting wells

are dispensed with; thus maximum letting 
space is provided. Six high-speed lifts will 
serve all floors. The decorative treatment, 
especially to the two large main office en- 
trances, halls, and staircases, ie of dignified 
design; marble, bronze and a certain amount 
of colour being proposed, which should pro- 
duce a fine effect in conjunction with the 
well-planned natural lighting. The build 
ing is to be erected during the next eighteen 


months. The old buildings, which had stood 
for about a century, are already nearly 
demolished.

A Suggested Norwich Improvement Scheme 

We give four views this week which show 
how the beauties of old Norwich would be 
opened out if the roadway proposed by Mr 
George Skipper, F.R.I.B.A., were con 
structed. The upper view (page 176) shows 
the roadway as it would pass the end of the 
ancient guildhall — seen in shadow on the 
left of the picture—and across the top of 
the market-place to the stately Perpendicular 
St. Peter’s Church (which has one of the 
richest towers in the country), and with the 
churchyard railings set back so that foot- 
passengers could walk under the arch 
way of this tower. The roadway then passes 
on through the clearing away of uninterest 
ing properties to St. Stephen’s Church, and 
continues through the trees beyond as an 
avenue. Few cities in England could offer 
so fine a vista as this. 

The lower illustration shows a view of the 
same roadway looking in the opposite diree- 
tion. On the left is seen St. Gregorys 
Church, with its quaint archway under the 
chancel, and on the right is seen the 
Strangers’ Hall. The wall shown is the ex- 
isting garden wall. The buildings which 
need to be removed to open up this view are 
so dilapidated as to be in a state of decay 
Mr. Skipper has studiously sought to avoid 
introducing new work in either of the views 
The gateway may be necessary in the ¢ inden 
wall of Strangers’ Hall.

THE NEW WORK. 


History. 

In the second half of the thirteenth cen- 
tury 4 great extension of the eastern limb 
f the church was made. At the same time 
1e four bays of the old presbytery nearest 
to the central tower were rebuilt or trans- 
formed so that the whole eastern work. now 
twelve bays long, became homogeneous. The 
hoir now occupied the western bays. then 
ame the new presbytery, and farther east- 
ward was St. Erkenwald’s shrine. The Lady 
hapel with chapels of St. Thomas of Canter- 
bury and St. Dunstan on either side occu 
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pied the two end bays of the extension. 
Che eastern walls of the transepts were also 
rebuilt at this time. The ‘‘ New Work” of 
the Cathedral was begun in 1256 according 
to Dugdale, but Stow says in 1251. In the 
Chronicle of the Mayors and Sheriffs is the 
precise entry under the year 1258: “‘ This 
yeat before Easter was begun the New Work 
of the Church of St. Paul, and Fulk Basset 
Bishop of London, died before Pentecost..”’ 
Dugdale, recording that letters of indulgence 
for the Old and New Works were issued in 
1281, adds: “‘ About this time it seems the

main brunt was over for I find but few more 
of these letters hortatory.”’ Such letters, he 
adds, were issued in 1294 and 1303, and it is 
doubtful if the work was so far advanced in 
1281 as he supposed. In 1309 a splendid new 
altar-piece is mentioned. 

In 1312, Ralph, Bishop of London, made 
an agreement with Adam “ le Marbrer”’ for 
the pavement of four spaces [bays] under 
four new vaults of the middle roof of the 
New Work of St. Mary at St. Paul’s with 
good marble “of irreprehensible thickness 
and goodness at the rate of 5d. by the 
square foot. The Bishop to pay 25 marks 
when each of the four parts of the work is 
begun. (Cal. of St. Paul’s MSS.) 

In 1314 the New Work was dedicated. 
This fact we learn from the short chronicle 
of St. Paul’s at Lambeth which, under this 
year, records the dedication of the Altars 
of the Blessed Virgin, St. Thomas and St. 
Dunstan in the new fabric of the Church of 
St. Paul. The same year, the chronicle goes 
on to say, many relics of saints were placed 
in the ball of the cross of the ‘‘ campanile.”” 
At this time also, measurements, were taken 
of the church ‘“‘which was in length 
690 ft.,’’ etc., ete. Recording the dimen- 
sions of the church was evidently a conse- 
quence of the eastward extension being com- 
pleted. Dugdale says: “all of which being 
written on a certain tablet with large 
characters heretofore being on the north 
side of the Quire.”’ 

In 1323 a chantry was founded in the 
Chapel of St. Thomas in the New Work 
which occupied the two eastern bays of the 
N. aisle. 

It has been generally accepted, as we have 
seen, that the first four bays of the eastern 
limb which contained the new Choir were 
earlier than the rest and part of the same 
work as the central »s le. But the uni- 
formity of these bays with the others, their 
actual forms, and other reasons which have 
already been given, do not allow of our 
accepting this view. Moreover, had these 
four bays been rebuilt before the rest of 
the new work was undertaken, either the 
Norman apse must have been retained, or it 
was rebuilt at the same time—a mighty work 

-to be again destroyed some thirty years 
later. 

Longman, indeed, thought that in Hollar’s 
view some differences of style were ap 
between the most western bays of the 
eastern limb and those eastward. The more 
exact details given in Wren’s section show 
that there were no differences of style. The 
slight variations which appear in Hollar’s 
view suggest rather that they were occa- 
sioned by retaining and modifying the old 
Norman work. 

Longman remarks: “‘Although to the eyes 
of the superficial observer the architecture 
of the Choir appears (in Hollar’s plates) to 
be all of the same date, yet a closer scrutiny 
at once makes evident marked differences in 
the details; for example, in the variations 
in the clustered pillars; in their capitals; 
and still more evidently in the tracery of the 
Triforium arcade. The wide bay probably 
marks the junction between the first portion 
(the ‘Choir’ proper) commenced in 1222 
and the compartments added eastward of it 
in 12565.” 

It would have been difficult to agree with 
this view even when we only had Hollar’s 
etchings to judge from, but it is impossible 
to do so now that we have Wren’s measured 
section which shows the wide bay and the 
bays on either side of it (Fig. 2). In the 
Choir, as shown by Hollar, were some 
‘“‘ muddles "’ consequent, doubtless, on adapt- 
ing the Norman work, but the style and 
details of the Choir and part farther east 
were uniform throughout. All this work, 
moreover, was of an advanced character such 
as would have been wrought in the second 
half of the thirteenth centary. 

My conclusion, therefore, as already 
stated, is that the dedication of 1240 was of 
the church as first completed, including the 
central steeple and west front, and that no 
part of “the New Work” was undertaken 
until the second half of the centary. The

arches of the first four bays were not only 
much narrower than the others, but certain 
facts of spacing and adjustment can only be 
explained as having been the result of trans- 
formation. After the high lantern tower 
existed it would have been next to impos- 
sible to destroy the bays abutting on it. 

Ferrey, in a note on Hollar’s plates to Dug- 
dale, points out that in the view of the choir 
the western two bays have no groining shafts 
between them. ‘In the centre between the 
two bays is placed a four-light window ”’ 
[both in the north and south walls}. ‘* The 
external views of the Cathedral show no in- 
dication of this." There is, in fact, the con- 
firmation that, whereas there were twelve 
bays on the ground floor, the external views 
of the sides of the church (especially that of 
the south side) show only eleven bays in the 
clerestory. On looking into the matter it 
appears that, owing to the strengthening of 
the eastern piers of the crossing, the first 

und-floor arches of the New Work were 
alf blocked, the spacing having been 
governed by the old Norman pillars. In the 
triforium and clerestory stages the wall 
spaces over the first and second arches be- 
come one single wide bay. This allowed the 
clerestory window on either side to be further 
from the tower than it would have been other- 
wise. The fifth bay from the west was much 
wider than the others; its span was not 
governed by old work, and by making it ob- 
viously different from the rest it allowed of 
those further east being widened in a 
moderate way, while seeming much the same 
as the narrow ones westward (Fig. 2). The 
east end was square and contained a magnifi- 
cent Rose window. Under the eight eastern 
bays of the New Work was a fine vaulted 
crypt containing the church of St. Faith and 
the Jesus Chapel. 


Details. 


Wren's sectional drawing, which has been 
mentioned, shows three bays of the interior 
te scale with such detail that not only the 
— forms of the arches and vaulting may 

made out, but the details of the tracery 


in clerestory and triforium as well. Ferrey 
had given the New Work exaggerated height, 
but this drawing shows that the crown of the 
vault ranged at the same level as the vault 
of the nave. Wren’s drawing (Fig. 2) is a 
most precious document. It represents the 
arch of the wide bay as about twice the span 
of the narrow arches to the west of it; these 
latter were very acute, much the shape of 
those at Westminster Abbey. 

Further information was also obtained in 
1879 by excavations beyond the east end of 
the existing church, which were described 
by Mr. Penrose in Archaologia XLVII. 
These excavations revealed the ancient 
eastern wall] at the crypt level with the but- 
tresses and other details. The main facts 
regarding the wall are marked out on the 
ground beyond the present apse of the church. 
“A hope offered itself that the inside face 
of the wall might be preserved, and possibly 
some indications of the shafts of the south- 
east internal angle of St. Faith’s Church. 
The discovery which resulted surpassed ex- 
pectation, for the entire group of shafts, 
plinths, bases and caps (the latter much 
mutilated but enough to guide almost exact 
restoration) were laid open, and a portion of 
a tiled floor. . . . The architectural features 
discovered agree almost completely with 
Hollar’s perspective view, except that the 
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shafts are not so high. The interna! diameter 
of St. Faith’s Church was 85 ft. 6 in. yf 
we restore the plan from Hollar’s da: 


. a, the 
width from centre to centre of piers of the 
central of the choir above d be 
42 ft. If we deduce it from the central dig. 
tance of the eastern buttresses width 
would be 42 ft. 5 in.” 

Following on these discoveries, a plan was 
made of the whole eastern limb of the 


mediwval building, a copy of which | have 
seen at the Cathedral. It is dated 1994 ang 
shows twelve bays, the fifth being wider than 
the rest, and the east bay slightly narrower, 
On this plan, again, the four western bays 
are said to have been begun in 1222, and the 
eight eastern in 1257-1259 

lans of the piers of the ground arcade are 
here given with detail that suggests that 
there must have been good evidence for the 
form. Eight isolated shafts surround a solid 
eight-foiled core ; such shafts would have been 
of Purbeck marble (Fig. 3: the outline in 
the corner shows what may be inferred from 
the drawings of Hollar and Wren). Judging 
from the amount of Purbeck marble in the 
existing part of the old Chapter House, it 
must have been liberally used in the church. 
Penrose’s plan of the east wall shows increase 
of thickness at the north-east and south-east 
angles, which must imply that there were 
turret stairs here There are turret stairs in 
this ition at York Cathedral, the east end 
of which seems to show the influence of St. 
Paul’s in several respects. The Oxford plan 
indicates stairs in this position. 

The vault from below the level of 
the clerestory windows and had intermediate 
ribs, as represented by Hollar. Wren's draw- 
ing, however, unlike the etched view, shows 
bosses at the points of all the ribs instead of 
at the centre of each main compartment only.

TOWN PLANNING OF 
EDINBURGH 


From a letter on this subject, which has 
been addressed to the Lord Provost of Edin- 
burgh by a number of prominent architects 
in the city, and published in the Scotsman, 
we take the following extracts :-— 

“15, Rutland Square, Edinburgh, 
“July 24, 1930. 

“We, the undersigned architects, ap 
pointed by the Royal Scottish Academy, the 
Merchant Company, the Royal Incorporation 
of Architects in Scotland, and the Edin- 
burgh Architectural Association, to serve 
on the committee recently set up by you to 
consider and advise as to the development 
of the central area of the city, beg to put 
before your Lordship the following repre- 
sentation. 

“The object of the committee, as defined 
by resolution, was to devise a properly co 
ordinated building policy, and to lay down 


a plan, so far as is practicable to do %0, 
for the development on right lines of the 
central part of the city, or such parts of 
the city as may be considered advisable, 
keeping in view more particularly the better 
grouping and rearrangement of public or 


other important buildings. The problem be 
fore the committee embraces inter alia the 
University and Educational Instit ns, 
Museums, the National and other Libraries, 
Law Courts, Municipal buildings, reet 
improvements, and, by implication, the us 
to be made of areas coming under «um 
clearance schemes. 

“The Calton Hill problem, at first ¢* 
pressly excluded by the Prime Minister, w4* 
lately brought within the purview of the 
committee on the initiative of the Gover® 
ment. The prime opportunity, therefore. 
arose for the preparation of a comprehensive 
report and well<levised scheme, in ich 
all interests might be reconciled. Instead 
of this result eventuating, we have ee? 
faced by a series of determined efforts ©™ 
the part of vested and other intere:‘s “ 
obtain unrelated interim decisions in ‘5¢!* 
own favour. .. . 
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“ The problem then arose as to the finding 
of a new site for the Sheriff Court-House. 
Here, again, we were met by an equally 
incompromising assertion on the part of 
the Office of Works and Treasury repre- 
sentatives that they would consider no site 
other than that of the Calton Hill, and this 
quite apart from the question whether or not 
the Government buildings were to be placed 
there. Such a proposal shows that the Office 
of Works were in no wise concerned with our 
town-planning problem, since, failing the 
erection of the Government buildings there, 
the Sheriff Court-House must have stood 
solitary and apart at one end of a large 
vacant space, and quite remote from its 
associated Courts of Law. During the past 
few days there has been a further unsatis- 
factory development. The respective schemes 
for the Sheriff Court and the Government 
Offices have once more been linked together, 
although it is admitted that the attempt to 
place both on one site results in the cramped 
planning of the offices. 

‘We learn with surprise in to-day’s Press 
that a large scheme for the extension of the 
City Chambers has been approved by the Cor 
poration. It is understood that this scheme 
will cost some £78,000, in addition to that 
now in process of completion, costing around 
£45,000. Despite the fact that this large 
project affects fundamentally the future de- 
velopment of the very heart of the city, and 
will transform the High-street frontage oppo- 
site St. Giles, the Town Planning Committee 
have not been consulted. 

** We learn, too, from the Press that the 
Heriot Watt College authorities are con- 
sidering sketch plans for patchwork exten- 
sions . . . in rear of their existing 
buildings. The Governors of George Heriot's 
School are busy, while the City Architect is 
actively engaged on housing reconstruction 
schemes throughout the area under  con- 
sideration. 

** We consider it our duty to the public, 
whose interests we are anxious to serve, to 
state expressly that we view with grave con- 
cern this piecemeal scheme of operations, 
and that we cannot acquiesce in the fritter- 
ing away of the whole town-planning pro 
ject. . 6

ANNUAL DINNER. 


Tux annual dinner of the Incorporated 
Institute of British Decorators was held on 
Thureday, July 24, at the Criterion Res- 
taurant, Piccadilly, W.. Mr. C. A. Hindley 
(President) presiding over a gathering of 
about 200 members and guests. 


After the toast of the King had been pro- 
posed and duly honoured 

The Chairman said it was his pleasing 
duty to announce that presentations were tu 
be made to two of their Past-Presidents, 
and would be made by Mrs. Clynes, the 
wife of the Secretary of State for Home 
Affairs. The first presentation would be 
made to Mr. John R. Chappell (Leeds), who 
oceupied the presidential chair four or five 
years ago, when the Institute was going 
through a very trying and difficult time. At 
that particular time the Institute was very 
fortunate in having ag its President a hard- 
headed and clever Yorkshireman. Mr. 
Chappell had endeared himeelf to the Council 
and all the members with whom he had 
come in contact. The other presentation 
to be made was to Mr. Godfrey Giles (Lon- 
don) as a token of their appreciation of the 
great work he had done during his period of 
office. In addition to attending to the regu- 
lar and accustomed traditional work of the 
Institute, Mr. Giles had initiated the founda- 
tion of the Lectureship in Decoration at 
University College, London. The negotia- 
tions im connection with the Lectureship 
had been exceedingly difficult, and as they 
had not been brought to a conclusion at 
the termination of his period of office, it 
was thought best to re-elect Mr. Giles for « 
second year in order to enable him to com- 
plete the work he had started. The prin- 
cipal difficulty had been a financial one. 
but the Institute had found waye and means 
of carrying the burden, the lectureship now 
being in full swing. 


At this juncture Mrs. Clynes presented Mr. 
Chappell with a silver candelabrum and 
Mr. Giles with a silver salver. 


Mr. Chappell, returning thanks, said he 
found it difficult to find words adequately 
to express what he felt, but he could assure 
them that he and his family would value 
the gift always. He thought that the Insti- 
tute was doing very useful work, and it 
was a pleasure to be connected with such a 
fine body of men who were endeavouring 
to uplift the trade and to help the student 
and the apprentice. 


Mr. Giles said he fully appreciated the 
great compliment that the members of the 
Institute had paid him in presenting him 
with a memento of his period of office, 
which he would always prize. 

Mr. Geoffrey le M. Mander, M.P., pro- 
posing the toast of “ His Majesty’s Minis- 
ters,” eaid the Institute was endeavouring 
to raise the prestige and status of those 
who were engaged in the work of decora- 
tion. There were a great many distin- 
guished artists of this kind, and it would 
be a great thing in the future if a man 
who was a decorator was able to know that 
if he joined the Institute it would carry 
him along wherever he might go, and that 
he stood for a high and honourable call- 
ing in the life of this country. 

The Rt. Hon. J. R. Clynes, P.C., in re- 
sponding, said he appreciated highly the 
real service which the Institute was now 
rendering, particularly to the young men 
who were coming into the business or in 
the trade. He was confident that the In- 
stitute was destined to play an important 
part in the cause of decorative art, in the 
making of the beautiful and enabling us 
to live more with the arts afterwards than 
most people did now. It was not universal! 
accepted that the Government nad inheri 
a legacy of treubles which had their roots 
deep in many parts of the world and in 


Europe. There were those who thought 
that this country was in the grip of a deep 
depression. It was not, although it was true 
to say that in some parts of our kingdom, 
notably South Wales, Lancashire, and parts 
of Scotland, as many a3 one-third of 
the people were unemployed, but there were 
other areas where prosperity was as high 
as during the period before the War. We 
had very extensive relief measures for the 
suffering, and, although here and there what 
was described as the “dole’’ was abused, 
it might be said that the British workman 
would do work and undertake it if it could 
be got, and would endeavour to give a fair 
day’s work for a fair day’s pay. ‘There were 
many things Parliament could not do. We 
could do much at home; we could raise the 
standards of ability. The one thing we 
could do in the world of business was to 
make ourselves more efficient, more effective 
in competition in the markets of the world, 
but we could only do that by a close atten- 
tion to individual and collective duty, by 
the practice of economy, conserving both 
time and energy by avoiding waste, by good 
time-keeping—in short, by making the in- 
dustrial machine work as perfectly as pos- 
sible in order that we might produce our 
goods and offer them at a price within the 
ability of everyone to pay. Generally speak- 
ing. we were able to pay our way, and 
might look forward with confidence to a 
renewed period of national prosperity. 

Mr. R. H. Keatinge, F.I.B.D., proposing 
the toast of “The Education Fund Bene. 
factors,’ said he thought the most im- 
portant factor in a man’s life was to have 
had a sound education, and, if they desired 
to do anything for the benefit of the Insti- 
tute, they should gather round them a 
hody of educationists who were worthy of 
the name; they must get them young and 
when they were full of imagination. 

Mr. G. Edward Line, responding, said it 
had been stated that the Institute had 
founded a lectureship in the University of 
London. He would like to see, if possible, 
a similar lectureship in every university in 
the world, especially in the working univer- 
sities where men went because they desired 
to work and to learn. 

The toast of “The Visitors” was pro 
posed by Mr. Henry G. Dowling, F.I.B.D., 
in an appropriate speech, to which Mr. 
Cyril E. Lloyd, M.Inst.C.E., suitably re- 
sponded. 


Dr. G. D. Hindley, proposing the con. 
eluding toast, that of “ The Institute,” said 
the members of the Institute were decora- 
tors, but the guests, of which he was one, 
were not—they were members of the public, 
hy whom all decorators must live, and, as 
the public paid the piper, they must call 
the tune. He asked them to be on their 
guard against what he considered to be 
spurious forms of modernism. They should 
bear in mind that standards of beauty had 
been established once and for all in ancient 
times; they should not try to be too original 
by trying to express their personalities, be- 
cause the public was not particularly in- 
terested in personalities now. Decorators 
would be remembered by what they pro 
duced—not by what they were. He reminded 
them that the success and progress of the 
Institute had been due to the efforts of a 
long line of energetic and hard-working 
presidents, whose powers of administration, 
keenness, and devotion to duty had been 
little short of remarkable. He had been 
given to understand that the Institute had 
extended its sphere of operations to at least 
one of the Dominions of the Crown, and 
he hoped they would extend still further 
in that direction.

WHAT IS A BUILDING? 
THe question asked in our last article as to

There seems to be no doubt that there should 
be an element of permanency and endurance 
in the building Esher, M.R., said its 
“ordinary and usual meaning is, a bluck of 
brick or stone work covered in by a roof.”

covered by the word ‘building,’ | see no 
inconsistency in saying so. The term ‘ puild- 
ing’ is not, necessarily, limited to bricks 
and mortar or to houses; one may build ap 
embankment, and one may build a railway. 
It is a well-known phrase, and, as far as my 
experience goes, it is applied as a term of 
art both for a railway and for an embank 
ment.” 


The term “art” will, no doubt, be 
appreciated by the architect, for to him a 
building is an edifice, erected by om art, 
and fixed upon or over the soil, and composed 
of stone, brick, marble, wood or other proper 
substance, connected together and designed 
for use in that position in which it is fixed. 


It is common knowledge that a building de- 
scribed as ‘‘ brick built ** is understood to be 
brick built and not composed externally 

rtly of brick, and partly of timber and 
ath and plaster; and that the word building 
may, in certain circumstances, include land 
vecessary for the convenient use and occupa 
tion of it. Further, that an addition to an 
existing building is a building. 

In Stevens v. Gourlay (1859) 7 C.B. (N.S 
99, a wooden structure intended to be used 
as a shop, of considerable size and likely to 
last for some time, resting on joists, but 
having no fastenings or foundations i= 
masonry, and capable of being lifted from the 
ground, was held to be a building. 


As we have said, so much depends op 
the circumstances of the case. A building, 
for instance, has been held not to include 4 
wall standing by itself or enclosing land, 
but a covenant in a lease to repair or rein- 
state buildings, on the other hand, would 
appear to include a garden wall. And a 
place with four walle, a roof and a door for 
keeping manure was deemed a building. A 
covenant not to erect a building or erectio® 
on the premises was held to apply to the 
erection of an advertisement hoarding, «!s0 
a substantial trellis-work screen, but ® 
screen to prevent the acquisition of a right 
of light is not a building.

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THE BUILDING TRADE 


RECURRING DEFECTS: THEIR CAUSE, 
PREVENTION AND CURE.—V 


By J. R. TAYLOR. 


DRAINAGE (continued). 

Most of the remarks in this and the pre- 
ceding article apply more to smaller towns 
and country districts than to cities, oy 
here and there a point is made that may 
of service to architects and builders who are 
mainly connected with buildings in cities and 
large towns. In London the sanitary in- 
spectors — with drainage works are, as 
a rule, specialists, and in connection with 
new works very little that is not thoroughly 
sound is likely to escape them. Even 50, 
instances can be found in which jobbing 
builders make smal] unauthorised extensions 
and repairs without notification, and some- 
times in such a manner as to destroy or much 
reduce the efficiency of the drainage system 
that up to their advent had been quite satis- 
factory. In smaller towns and country dis- 
tricts the sanitary imspector’s duties are 80 
numerous that it is impossible for him to 
devote sufficient time to them in every 
branch, What with attendance at com- 
mittees, the preparation of reports, market- 
produce inspections, house inspections for 
nuisances and defects, and countless other 
jobs, his time is thoroughly occupied and 
something has to go. In agricultural areas 
he frequently acts as road surveyor as well. 
It is refore not surprising that architects 
and builders are often allowed to go on much 
as they like, with the result that the quality 
of their sanitary work varies according to their 
knowledge, experience and skill, to say 
nothing about the depth of the client's 
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pocket. One result of this is that old- 
fashioned patterns and appliances that long 
ago were abandoned as unsound by sanitary 
engineers are still in use, even for new work, 
and, being marketable, are still illustrated in 
the manufacturers’ catalogues. I will refer 
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to some of them later, but for the m 
return to the question of gullies. 
Gullies. 

For the ordinary gulley taking a sink 
lavatory waste I have advoenod the = 
of shallow types that, by reason of an easy 
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out-go, do not retain any solids. This, how- 
ever, does not mean that deeper patterns are 
necessarily unsound; on the contrary, it is 
sometimes desirable, and perhaps even 
essential, to use them. Where it is uncer- 
tain that the gullies will receive necessary 
periodical attention in the way of cleaning 
out at regular and frequent intervals it is 
preferable to keep them shallow, of as nearly 
a self-cleansing pattern as possible. In the 
majority of cases they will not get this atten- 
tion until they refuse duty. The designing 
staffs of H.M.O.W. and H.M. War Depart- 
ment have one advan over the architect 
in ordinary practice, in that they are respon- 
sible for the after-maintenance and repair of 
the buildings they design. They are thus 
brought into closer contact with their work 
from the practical point of view, and are in 
a position to note recurring defects due to 
detail, and it is therefore pertinent to put on 
record the types of gullies that meet their 
approval (see accompanying sketches). 

The t of general utility gulley used by 
H.M. Office of Works is a very useful one 
and deserves to be better known. As will be 
seen from the sketches, it can be set at various 
depths and may have as many as four inlets 
It is often desirable in office planning to con- 
centrate the lavatories and other fittings 
round about one comparatively small paved 
space, and this in the usual way may oveT- 
crowd the inspection chamber with branches. 
With this gulley three or four branches may 
be collected in A ane trenches to one gulley 
and proceed to the manhole in one drain of 
greater depth 


Rainwater Shoes. 


Where storm-water is carried to a separs'e 
system of street drains as distinct from te 
sewers, it would, as a rule, be sufficient to 
discharge rainwater pipes over an untrapped 
shoe, as sketch, and rely on an intercepting 
trap at a collecting chamber. This is ‘re- 
quently done, but it has one grave disadvan- 
tage. A well-built house may be expected st 
least to outlive its owner and his architec 
and ma hands once or twice before 
the death of either of them. The new own’’ 
requires an additional water-closet, lavatory 
basin, or sink, and, not having the benefit © 
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» architect’s advice, connects them to the 
arest branch drain, which usually proves 
be one carrying storm-water. One’s in- 
nation is to say that any unfortunate result 
rves him right for not consulting an archi- 
t, but in the long run more good will be 
lone by taking a feat from the engineer’s 
ok, and endeavouring to make the building 
fool-proof. The frequency with which these 
nnections are made can be verified by any 
reader if he will visit the outfall on a wet 
day. He will see large quantities of paper 
ind other matter being discharged from drains 
supposedly carrying nothing but surface 
water. In dry weather this matter accumu- 
utes in the pipes until sufficient water comes 
to carry it along. Therefore, put your rain- 
water pipes over trapped gullies. 


Closets. 


It is rather astonishing that the old 
hopper pan and trap should not only sur- 
vive all over the country, but etill be 
manufactured. It would be presumptuous 
of me to instruct my readers as to its de- 
merits, so I will turn from it to comment 
on a recurring defect; I refer to defective 
planning of the water closet. Litemlly 
scores of plans have come under my notice 
where the water closet is placed under a 
half-space landing part way up the stairs. 
Sometimes the architect finds that at this 
point there is not even headroom in which 
to stand upright, and he puts a step down 
at the doorway from the general ground 
floor level, and if this is solid it not in- 
frequently brings him below dampcourse 
level. The step is a danger to anybody 
unfamiliar with the house and is apt to 
cause accidents. But even in the absence 
of the step there are grave disadvantages 
in this position. There is seldom height 
enough for a flush pipe of sufficient length 
to ensure the pan being properly cleared 
at the first time, and in consequence a 
noisy operation conducted at a point where 
the sound is most likely to be heard al! 
over the house has to be repeated. A good 
type combination closet with syphonic trap 
will, however, get over the difficulty. 

An even more frequent mistake in plan- 
ning is to place the water closet so that 
the only outer wall ie at the end. The 
closet is fixed at this end with a window 
over it; consequently the flush cistern is 
fixed on a side partition, and so many addi- 
tional bends are required on the flush pipe 
as greatly to reduce its efficiency. A fur- 
ther result is that the flush tank is more 
liable to become frost-bound. and is often 
thus damaged beyond repair. 


For the sake of appearance, the water 


closet which has the trap entirely en 
closed in the pedestal is sometimes pre- 
ferred. It is difficult to ensure a good joint

to the branch of the soi] pipe with this 
type. and if it is used the joint should 
be tested before the job is left. In the 
event of accidental damage necessitating a 
replacement of this fitting, the work mu 
done without supervision in most cases and 
the necessary test is not applied. 

The usual method of connecting an up- 
stairs closet to a soil pipe is to put in » 
lead bend. Rainwater running down the 
walls attacks lead, and in old work teat» 
occasionally reveal defects at this point. 
Circumstances often dictate the use of lead 
here, but if so it should be really heavy 
and should be protected by suitable paint 
In first-class work I have seen a loose col 
lar in the form of a grooved lead ring 
fitted round to take the edges of rougb 
cast and lead the water away 

When soilpipes are carried up through 
the projecting eaves to act as a ventilator, 
it is usual to surround them. with a lead 
slate having turned up edges to the per- 
foratipn, these edges being tightened on 
the pipe with wire. The collar of the pipe 
should only just project through the slate 
sufficiently far to afford a shelter to the 
edges of the lead. A better plan is to cut 
off the collar, dress up the lead, and finish 
with a reversed length of pipe with the 
socket enclosing the edges 


Urinals. 

The architect does not, as a rule, include 
a urinal in his house planning, and I 
am inclined to think this a mistake. 
Wherever urinals are fitted provision should 
be made for freeing the trap and giving 
some sort of access to the cleaning eye. 





Kitchen. 


In public urinals abutting on railway 
arches and at all sorts of unexpected 
corners, one comes across an exposed iron 
flush tank cracked by frost and therefore 
empty, or a sparge pipe so worn that one 
is thankful for the first fact because it 
minimises the danger to one’s clothes arising 
from the second. The borough surveyor ie, 
however, generally responsible for thie and 
not the architect, but nevertheless there is 
a lesson to be learned. 

There are, of course, countless other sani- 
tary defects that might with advantage 
be pointed out, but to deal with them ade- 
quately would mean a special series of 
articles devoted solely to this subject. I 
have mentioned a few that, by reason of 
their frequency, answer to the title “ Re 
curring” more readily than others that 
come under notice with less regularity.

“ ALL-ELECTRIC " HOUSES. 

At the invitation of Messrs. Modern Elee- 
tric Homes, Ltd., we recently had the 
pleasure of inspecting the housing estate 
which is now being developed at Elthorne 
Heights, near Ealing. The estate has a capa- 
city of 700 houses, and just over 400 have 
been built, 129 of which are provided with 
all-electric equipment. The houses are mostly 
semi-detached, though some are now being 
built in groups of four. The accommodation 
consists of hall, parlour, living-room and 
kitchen on the ground floor, with three bed- 
rooms, bathroom and lavatory upstairs. The 
latest examples (which are known as 
“ Tricity "" homes) are built with Berry’s 
special 2-in. bricks, of pleasing colour and 
texture, and have casement windows and tiled 


roofs. The halls and bathrooms are laid with 
a special jointless flooring, known as 
“ Cassac,"’ which has the advantages of 


being fireproof, non-slip, easily cleaned and 

lished, and warm and buoyant to the tread. 

he most interesting feature of the houses, 
however, is the ample provision which is made 
for the use of electricity. Each room has two 
power plugs, and various models of “‘ Tricity 
Sunray ” radiators are fitted. The electrical 
equipment of the kitchen is of special interest, 
consisting of an oven built into the wall with 
a flush door and a cool chamber alongside, a 
boiling table and grill, wash boiler, kettle 
and iron, and a towel airer hung from the 
ceiling. Lighting fittings, shades and “ Kye *’ 
lamps are also provided throughout. The 
average cost of working by electricity has, 
during the past two years, been approxi- 
mately 1s. per day at ld. per unit. Genus 
has lately been reduced to jd. per unit, so 
the cost will now be less. Shilling-in-the-slot 
meters are installed. Each house stands on 
a freehold plot approximately 110 ft. by 
20 ft., with garage accommodation, and the 
prices range from £755 to £845, the latter 
including the electrical equipment.

A wmesrinc of the 
National Apprenticeship 
held at 81, Gower Street, W.C., 
on Friday, July 11, when there was 
present Mr. Ernest Lesser (chairman) ; Mr. 
W. H. Fairclough (Institute of Plumbers) ; 
Mr. B. Hellyer (National Federation of 
Plumbers); Mr. F. Hoey and Mr. J. Pickford 
(Operative Plumbers’ Association) ; Dr. C. 
Porter (Royal Sanitary Institute); Mr. Hugh 
Davies (co-opted); the Hon. Secretary; and 
Mr. Harrie in place of Mr. Stephenson. 

Arising out of the minutes, the secretary 
reported that the Council of the Association 
of Technica) Institutions had come to the 
conclusion that it would serve no useful pur- 
pose to have a further discussion on the 
question of the rural apprentice. Most 
authorities were arranging to give assistance 
to students in the rural districts to enable 
them to attend the nearest technical school, 
this being less expensive and more efficient 
than the attempt to run classes in the 
villages with the aid of peripatetic teachers 
and travelling vans. 

The Secretary reported that Messrs. A. 
Grant and B. Hellyer had been reappointed 
representatives of the Federation of 
Plambers for the ensuing year. 

A letter from Mr. Thacker, tendering his 
resignation from the Council, was read, and 
it was agreed that, in view of Mr. Thacker’s 
distinguished services to the Council in pro 
moting the adoption of the apprenticeship 
scheme, he should be asked to withdraw his 
resignation. 

The N.E. coast reported 248 appren- 
tices had been indentured, in the em- 
ploy of 72 members of the N.E. Coast Fede- 
ration of Master Plumbers’ Associations; 
174 were still serving apprenticeship, in- 
cluded in which were seven indentured since 
the January meeting. 

N.E. Lancashire reported that the scheme 
was still proceeding, though, owing to the 
depression in trade, the number of indentured 
apprentices was not as large as previously. 

A meeting was held at Birmingham on May 
15 at the Chamber of Commerce. Mr. W. 
Wright was elected chairman, and Mr. J. 
Wh. ‘asker, secretary. Five boys have been 
indentured 

Arising out of the report, it was agreed 
that the secretary should draw up a form 
to be printed, which should be filled in twice 
a year by the secretaries of the Area Coun- 
cils to show the progress of the scheme. 

The secretary. reported the receipt of 
a letter from the Cold Rolled Brass 
and Copper Association and Manufactured 


Copper Association, which offered to 
provide sheet copper and strip copper 
for the use of technical colleges 


and schools upon very similar terms 
to those already concluded for the supply 
of copper tube. It was agreed that the secre- 
tary should write and thank the Cold Rolled 
Brass and Copper Association for the very 
valuable concession which they were making. 
It was agreed, also, that he should inform 
the Board of Education, through Mr. Man- 
son, of the conclusion of those arrangements, 
and also inform the technical schools of the 
terms on which they could obtain supplies 
of copper tube and sheet. 

The hon. secretary submitted a statement 
showing a balance in hand of £42 16s. 7d., 
which was accepted. 

Mr. Pickford drew attention to the position 
which had arisen in Bristol, where the 
apprenticeship echeme which had been work- 
ing since 1919 had recently been given up 
by employers. He attributed this partly 
to the action of the Merchant Venturers’ 
Technical Colleges, which used to confine 
their classes to indentured apprentices, but 
now allowed improvers to attend. 

The date of the next meeting was pro- 
visionally fixed for November 28.
